NEW YORK, June 28.—(#)—John 
J. Raskob, chairman of the democratic 
national committee, returned on the 
liner Bremen tonight from a_ two- 
month tour of Europe with praise for 
the Hoover moratorium proposal and 
the state of temperancg abroad. 

He said he found conditions in the 
five countries he visited much better, 
psychologically, than they were a year 
ago. 

“However, there is no question that 
the depression is worldwide,” he added. 
Of the Hoover proposal he said: 

“It is a very constructive sugges- 
tion. I hope it will be accepted. It 
will do a great deal to stabilize world 
conditions.” 

The purpose of his trip was to es- 
cort his daughter, Elizabeth, on her 
first trip abroad. ‘They toured Italy, 
Switzerland, France, Germany and 
England, mostly by automobile. 

Mr. Raskob said he was particu- 
larly impressed by the way Germany 
has “played the game.” 

“They have tried hard,” he said, 
“to comply with the terms of the repa- 
rations agreement, and have found it 
difficult, if not impossible. The strik- 
ing thing is that there is no feeling of 
bitterness or hatred and especially 
there is no such feeling toward the 
United States. . 

“The German attitude seems to be 
that the war is over, that they were 
beaten and that they had better try 
to forget it.” 

Mr. Raskob was asked what he 
thought the political significance of 
the Hoover suggestion might be. He 
quickly answered: 

* is a constructive. step that 
should not be weighed politically.” 

He refused to discuss democratic 
chances of electing the next president. 
When questioned about , prohibition 
and liquor conditions abroad, he said 
he had been out of touch with his own 
country and had not attempted to 
make a real_stiidy of the situation in 
countries he had visited. 

“But,” he added, “it is a fact that 
my daughter and I never saw a single 
intoxicated person in the two months 
we were traveling across those five 
countries and neither did we see a 
single evidence of disorderly conduct. 
That ought to speak for itself. 

“We were struck by the fact. that 
Europeans can’t understand our pro- 
hibition idea, nor can they compre- 
hend our disregard of this and other 
laws, for they look upon their own 
laws with ae respect.”

Many Riots Occur.

MADRID, June 28.—(?)—Spain 
today appeared to have voted for a 
republican form of government. 

An unofficial check of returns 
after the polls closed at 4 p. m. in 
the election of a national constitu- 
tional assembly, which will draw up 
the country’s constitution for its fu- 
ture government, indicated the repub- 
lican-socialist bloc had gained a ma- 
jority of the 467 deputies for the 
body. 

Various disorders occurred, despite 
the provisional government’s efforts 
for a peaceful election. At. least 
six persons were killed. 

Capital Is Quiet. 

Two persons, including a policeman, 
died in Adolona when communists 
fought with police. Another was 
killed in a fight between Catholic 
nationalists and republicans in San 
Sebastian. 

Dispatches said that two persons 
were killed in fights between police 
and communists at Lamedilla, near 
Granada. 

In Malaga, where the republican- 
socialists also apparently won a ma- 
jority, one person was killed when 
police fired on a mob which refused 
to disperse in Central plaza. 

Other election brawls occurred at 
Various points, including disorders in 
a suburb of Madrid where a mob at- 
tempted to burn the San Ramon 
church and beat the parish priest, 
Genaro Gonzalez Munoz, whom they 
accused of buying votes. Civil guards 
fescued the clergyman, turning him 
over to police, and saved the church. 

The capital was mostly quiet. It 
was estimated that a large number 
of persons had exercised their fran- 
chise throughout the country. More 
than 1,000 candidates, representing 
24 parties and independent tickets, 
sought seats as deputies. 

The republican-socialist bloc, whose 
victory most political observers had 
predicted, is relatively conservative 
like the present provisional govern- 
ment,

date for the assembly in five districts, 
voted a few minutes after the polls 
opened at 8 a. m. He was cheered 
as he stood in line. Later he went 
to a Catholic mass and afterward to 
the ministry of the interior, where 
other cabinet ministers had gathered 
to watch the situation.

and housing is not being given to 
those who are making reparation 
for having broken the law. 

Fortunately, the great majority 
of the camps in Georgia are now 
conducted on as high and efficient 
a plane as those of any of the 
most progressive states of the 
union. Practically all of them are 
operated under the same consid- 
eration of the inmates and the 
public good as is described by Mr. 
Hinshelwood as being true of the 
Polk county camp and which also 
holds true with regard to 
Splendid camp in Fulton. 

Those few counties which have 
not adopted modern methods in 
the care of their convicts should 
realize that they are thereby in- 
ereasing instead of decreasing their 
criminal element, and losing much 
of the benefit which should be 
gained in public works from their 
gangs. 

The plea that a county’s finances 
do not permit of the kind of care 
that otherwise would be given its 
convicts does not hold good, for 
in the long run well kept camps 
and humane treatment of prisoners 
is the most economical policy. ,Not 
only will over-worked and ill-cared- 
for prisoners cost more in neces- 
sary medical attention, but such 
gangs cannot perform satisfactory 
work.

WHAT THE PEOPLE SPEND. 

The census survey of retail trade 
in the United States, made in 1930 
for the first time, contains many 
interesting revelations for persons 
who only see what they are usually 
looking upon. 

That survey revealed that the 
average spending of our people in 
the retail trade of the year amounts 
to $53,000,000,000, which is an 
average of $1,250 for a family of 
three persons and $2,000 for a 
family of five. There were 1,549,- 
000 retail stores included in the 
Survey and the average sales of all 
were $32,297 per year. Because of 
the general depression last year 
there was a slight recession but not 
so great as to carry the sales down 
to $50,000,000,000. The fall of 
commodity prices and enhancement 
of the purchasing value of the dol- 
lar may, indeed, have really kept 
| the average intact. 

One value of this survey is the 
proof that it furnishes of the im- 
providence of the Georgia law which 
exempts from the sales tax all mer- 
chants doing a business of $30,000 
or less. The effect of that extraor- 
dinary exemption is to release from 
the sales excise tax the great ma- 
jority of dealers in the state. It 
imposes the whole tax upon those 
employing the most capital, employ- 
ing the most persons, and using the 
most of banking, transportation and 
utility facilities. 

If a sales tax is to be kept in our 
| revenue system it ought to be made 
a fair tax and any exemption. should 
be measured by the rule of the prof- 
it of its collection. When the tax 
is absorbed by the cost of collection 
it should be omitted.

M. Jacques Kayser, who is a ne- 
phew of the central figure of tke 
shameful and tragic story he recounts, 
Captain Alfred Dreyfus, may be com- 
plimented on. having composed what 
will probably remain the final and 
definite history, and is, in any case, 
an accurate, eloquent and judicial re- 
sume of the affair which made a quite 
undistinguished French officer the cen- 
ter of the world’s regard during the 
closing years of the 19th century. 

The book now appears in English 
for the first time. It is a story which 
plumbs the depths of bad faith and 
callous rascality and soars to the 
ether of heroic humanity in the con- 
duct of vindicators of the victim— 
the little court which included Colo- 
nel Picquart, Emile Zola, Jaures, 
Schaurer, Kestner, Trarieux and Cle- 
menceau. As the last-named wrote: 
“Men have been known to oppose the 
most powerful kings: few men have 
been known to oppose the multitucle, 
to stand alone face to face with the 
misguided mob, excited to th2 worst 
excesses of fury; to challenge implac- 
able rage, weaponless and with folded 
arms; to dare when a ‘yes’ is de- 
manded, to raise their heads and ut- 
ter ‘no.’”’ Certainly, no hand of civic 
ver displayed a finer temper 
of soul.

Warden Barrett I have the keenest 
admiration, which is shared by me 
with all the men who live behind the 
barbed wire. My association with the 
county commissioners and Inspector of 
Prisons Crawford has shown to me 
that a camp run on good business 
methods coupled with a humane de- 
Sire to see the men at least comfort- 
able, when the day's work is done, 
must succeed as Polk county camp is 
doing. 

Since the first of the year a fair- 
sized pool table and a battery radio 
set has been installed. I am indebted 
to a Massachusetts firm for the for- 
mer and to Rich’s, Inc., for the latter. 
In this way the men are amused 
while off duty and are kept from 
brooding and planning mischief among 
themselves. It is my privilege to 
speak to them at least twice a month, 
and every Sunday afternoon, if I have 
the time te do so.

may deem helpful in arriving at a 
diagnosis. Of course, these special 
tests all run into money, and if the 
internist is unable to persuade the 
patient to spend the money, he is just 
a plain general practitioner. If he 
has the knack of making people loosen | 
up to find out what really ails ‘em, 
re is an internist, or as they called 
him in old times, a consultant—mean- 
ing he came in when things got very

cian on the hack and assured the fam- 
ily everything was all right.

Preparations Are Made 
Against Threatened Ad- 
vance by Chen Ming-shu. 


HONGKONG, June 28.—M)— 

Southern insurgent leaders were mass- 
ing their forces today against a threat- 
ened advance upon Canton by General 
Chen Ming-shu and his nineteenth 
army. 
Although both its divisional com- 
manders were reported to have re- 
signed in protest against General 
Chen's attitude, the ninteenth army 
left Sinfeng, Kiangsi province, and 
advanced southward to the Tayuling 
mountain pass. 

Chen, former governor of Canton, 
has been variously identified with the 
southern insurgent movement or the 
nationalist government since his re- 
turn from a brief, self-imposed exile 
in Japan. Lately he has been gen- 
erally acknowledged to have cast his 
lot with the government. However, 
many of his officers, among whom he 
took a vote recently to decide which 
cause they would support, declared 
themselves to favor the Canton gov- 
ernment. 

Dispatches today said there was 
great military activity at Shiuchow, a 
to Kwangtung province, 
where martial law was declared and 
the intercity trade halted. Wealthy 
Chinese residents were leaving the 
city in great numbers’ before the 
threatened display of arms, 

Cantonese troops were concentrat- 
ing on the Canton-Shiuchow railway 
while Kwangsi province forces were 
gathering at. Wuchow, another gate- 
way to Kwangtung, of which Canton 
is the capital. 

Fear was felt in some quarters that 
Kwangsi and associated leftist troops 
might attempt to execute a coup as 
soon as Kwangtung forces are dis- 
tant enough from Canton to assure 
no interference from them. Chinese 


sources insisted, however, that the les- 


sons of previous coups have been well 


observed and that no treachery will | 


be attempted. 

Formation of the fifth army group 
by Hsu Shun-shi, who was command- 
er-in-chief of the Kwangtung armies 
until he was expelled by the Russian 
dictator Borodin in 1927, was con- 
firmed in eabled dispatches from Can- 
ton today.

GOOD MORNING, EVERYBODY: 


Now that summer is upon us in

Of course, it’s a good feeling when 
you get San Francisco or Mexico 
City or any other of the far-off sta- 
tions: but during the summer months 
that satisfaction is robbed of its ul- 
timate reward when you run into all 
kinds of weather—lightning, static 
conditions that exist in the distant 
area but not locally, and the like.

Here in Atlanta are two big 
stations that bring in network 
features that should prove satis- 
factory to the most discriminat- 
ing radio owner. If you tune in 
on WSB or WGST you are sure 
to get programs that come _ in 
clearly,, without that annoying 
crackle that goes with distant 
stations, and minus also that per- 
turbing fade-out experienced 
when you are fiching for dis- 
tance. .. . So my tip to you is: 
Give your set a rest on distant 
programs during the hot months, 
and wait until cool or cold weath- 
er sets in for long-distance work. 


IF YOU will glance over the pro- 
grains of the two local stations for to- 
day, you will see at a glance what 
you have in store—mostly of a rou- 
tine nature. So my remarks today 
will have to do with prospective of- 
ferings for tomorrow and the next 
day or 580.

|Week’s Sharp Price Upturns 
Restore Business Confidence 


BY CLAUDE A. JAGGER. 

NEW YORK, June 28.—@M)— 
Business spirits were lifted during the 
past week by the worldwide wave of 
enthusiasm which has greeted the war 
debt holiday proposal. 

If the actual volume of business 
activity has failed to respond notably 
it may be pointed out that business 
and trade are in the grip of the sum- 
mer lull and the most powerful stim- 
ulants administered at this time could 
scarcely be expected to make them- 
selves decisively felt until the. ap- 
proach of autumn. 

Any sudden return to prosperity 
levels would, in any event, be entirely 
contrary to past experience with ma- 
jet periods of depression. But there 
has been a strong feeling among lead- 
ers—among whom President Hoover 
is one—that extremes of pessimism 
have been tending to prolong the de- 
pression, which has now been bump- 
ing bottom for six months, 

Since the beginning of June, the 
general level of commodity prices had 
shown the most impressive stability 
in some three months and the war 
debt plan prompted a vigorous up- 
turn. Such commodities as copper, 
zinc, lead, silver, hides and cotton 
have risen to levels about 7 to 17 
per cent above those at the start of 
the month. 

A sustained advance in commodity 
prices should carry the conviction 
that the turn toward better times has 
come at last, after the disheartening 
false starts.
